| * made himfelf be much talk’d 
@ Of in the World, has at laft 
‘ fled this Country : The Oc- 
* cafion is this, 
‘ He ftands indebted to M. Jacques Butiny the 
‘ Sum of 155000 Livres French Money, on a Bill 
‘of Exchange. For this Debt Butiny Sued him at 
‘Geneva, where Huguetan dwelt; and the 
‘ Court of Juftice there fentenc’d him provifionally 
‘to depofic the Money, or give Security for it, till 
‘the Merits of thé Caufe fhould be fairly exa- 
‘min’d and adjudg’d. Huguetan upon this 
‘ prefently withdrew from his Houfe, and retir'd 
‘with bis Effects out of the Jurifdiction of 
‘Geneva, to Holland, England, and other Coun- 
‘tries: And after having roam’d about from Place 
‘to Place fome Years, he at laft fetled ac Urrechr. 
‘So that the Sentence of the Tribunal of Geneva 
‘ could not be executed, nor did Butiay petition 
‘that Court to iend requifisory Letters to foreign 
‘ Tribunals to confirm their Sentence ; not only be- 
‘ caufe Huguetan kept no fercled Habiration, but 
becaule he amus’d Batiny and his oth« Creditors (co 
‘ whom Hugueran is faid to be indebted above Sixty 
* Tuns of Gold) with falfe Promifes of coming to an Ac- 
* commodation with them, and giving them Satisfacti- 
‘ on: Upon which Promifes fome of his Creditors rely- 
‘ ing, took Pains themfelves to procure for him Let- 
‘ters of Security or Protection for bis Perfon from 
* the States of Holland and Weft Frifeland, firft for 
‘the Term of Six Months, on an Allegation that he 
‘ would make Ule of that Time’ to agree with bis 
‘Creditors. Bur after two Prolongations,each of 6 
‘ Months, of the Term granted by the faid Letters 
‘onthe Part of the States of Holland and Weft- 
* Frifelend,and alfo after like Letters for the Secuity 
‘of his Perfon had been granted by the States of 
‘Utrecht, he was fo far from coming to any Man- 
‘ner of Compofiiion with his Creditors, that he 
abfolutely .reje@ed all the Propofitions they offer'd

* what Condition bis Affairs were in; and thar if i 
“appear'd he was not able to fatisfy his Creditors, 
‘they would be content with Part of their Debts, 
‘and would leave the Proportion to be determin’d 
‘by his own Friends, provided he would name 
Men of fair Repure; and if he was not willing 
* to lay open his Books and difcover his Affairs, they 


“would take bis own Account blindly, provided. 


. he wold make any tolerable Propofition; that fo 
they might lofe but a Part, not all their Debts. 
In thort, upon his rejecting all Propofals, and 
} fertling at Urrecht, Butiny apply’d to the 
* Tribunal cf Geneva, who granted him their requifi- 

tory Letters to the Commtof Juftice of the Province 
7 of Utrecht, to confirm and pitt'’in Execution their 
: foremention’d Sentence : And to induce the faid 


* Court of Utrecht to have juft Regard to the ( id 
* Lerrers, it was seprefenied to teem, tua.

‘of any forreign Tribunal oughr, (in fuci 2 Cafe 
efpecially, where Impunity would wilibly te.d io 
* the Ruine of all Correfpondence and Tioft be- 
“tween Merchants) to have its cue Weigh? wih 
“that of Utrecht; which had frequently bad Re- 
* gard to like Requefts fent to them from Bruffels, 
* Lubeck, and Hamburg.- Upon the whole Matter, 
‘ the Court of Juftice of the Province of Utrecht, 
* having deputed fome of their Bench to bear what 
* Huguetan had to fay for himfelf, and alfo to hear
